HIGHLIGHTS OF HISTORIC JACKSON 

It is said that Paul Harvey, journalist, once said of Jackson 
and Madison County, u No where west of Jamestown is so much American history 
crammed in eight square miles" * 

Jackson, which is located in the heart of West Tennessee, was 
settled by those who came mainly from Middle Tennessee, the Carolinas and 
Virginia, and followed Indian trails and poled keel boats and flat boats 
down the 'Ohio, Mississippi, Teiiiieee&& tuid Farkod Jte&r Rivers. They began 
settling in this section in 181 9-1820. 

Madison County, named for President James Madison, was created 
by an Act of the Tennessee Legislature and was organised December IS, 1821 « 

By another Act of the Legislature, Sterling Brewer, speaker of 
the Senate, James Fentress, speaker of the House, and Adam Murray, were 
appointed to "fix a place for the County Seat". . procure the land by purchase 
or otherwise, and appoint five commissioners . • « othey were to sell lots at 
public sale on one year ? s credit, the money being used to purchase land, 
build the Courthouse, prison and stocks. 

Deeds dated April 9, 1822, show that Judge John McNairy, Joseph 
Phillips and William E* Butler, conveyed 30 acres and 18 poles to Brewer and 
Fentress, and that Thomas Shannon conveyed 3 lots containing an aggregate 
of 24 acres and 111 poles to the same officials Sales began August 1 and 2 
of the year 1822 and continued for about a week. Prices ranged from $31 to 
$503 per loto $19,202 was realized from the sale of 104 lots The town was 
not incorporated until 1845° 

The town was named Jackson, in honor of General Andrew "Old 
Hickory" Jackson, hero of the War of 1812, statesman, and later President of 
the United States 
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Mrs* William E« Butler, Mrs* Robert J Chester , Stokely Do Hays, 
Samuel Jackson Hays and Miss Narcissa Hays, early settlers were all the 
children of Jane Donelson Hays, sister of Rachel, wife of Andrew Jacksono 

James Caruthers> one of the Early Surveyors and Settlers, and 
Dr. Wo E. Butler, who is called the "father of the town of Jackson", 
Robert J Chester, Stokley Do Hays and Thomas Williamson, a senator from the 
District, had all served under Jackson in the recent War with Great Britain, 
so it is assumed that they had something to do with naming the town after 
their hero* 

The first Courthouse built on the northeast corner of the Square 
Was said to have been built by John Houston at a cost of $135 > and had a 
dirt floor and chinmey of sticks and mud- It was replaced by a brick one in 
about two years. The first jail was built in 1822 o The building stood 
South of the Courthouse and was erected by Samuel Shannon at a cost of $95 

One of the early settlers was William H. Doak, who according to 
Goodspeed ? s History of Tennessee, raised a crop of corn in 1821 about where 
the Public Square now stands 

Through the years Jackson has enjoyed a rich heritage, as many 
of its inhabitants from 1822 to the present, have been prominent and worth- 
while citizens and have left their names inscribed in historyo 

David Crockett, the famous pioneer, and Uo So Congressman, visited 
here many times, and had many friends here. It was here that Crockett, after 
losing the U. So Congressional race to peg-legged Adam Huntsman, supposedly 
told his constitutents that they "could go to hell but he was going to Texas", 
and he did and died a heroes death at the Alamo Adam Huntsman is buried 
along with three of his wives in old Salem Cemetery near the East boundary 
of town* 
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Gerio Uc S. Grant, once headquartered on East Main Streeto 
Thomas Edison once worked here, and Andrew Jackson spoke here, the place 
marked by a historic marker near the south edge of towno Jackson was the 
home of the famous railroad engineer, Casey Jones, told of in song and story o 
It is also said that Lew Wallace, the author of "Ben Hur" once, lived here. 

Direct descendants of William Blount, first territorial Governor 
of Tennessee still live here, as well as a' number of relatives of General 
John Sevier, Governor of the State of Franklin, first Governor of the State 
of Tennessee, and six times Governor of the State. Also relatives of James Ko 
Polk, former President of the United States, are prominent citizens of the 

towno 

At the entrance of Jackson's historic Riverside Cemetery, are 
these words "Here Sleep the Founders of Jackson", and many of their descendants 
and kinsmen still make their homes here Q These first settlers, , brave men 
and women, helped carve this County and City from a wilderness, and laid the 
foundation of a City which has not forgotten its founders and its past, and 
has enjoyed 150 years of interesting history, thriving industry, and 

progress!

anniversary of American Independence.

AMERICAN INDEPENDENCE: The 48th Anniversary of American 
. Independence will be celebrated by the citizens of this town and its vicinity, 
this day in anticipation of the 4th tomorrow (being Sunday). 

The Declaration of Independence will be. read by Mr. BIGEIOW at 
12 o? clock , and immediately afterwards an oration will be delivered by 
JOHN F. WYATT, Esq* 

CAPTAIN MURRAINS company, the "Hickory Guards" will parade on 
Public Square and attend the place of celebration. 

Extensive preparations have been made, and great satisfaction 
is anticipated from celebration of the day* The Ladies are expected to 
attend and add additional zeal to occasion by a "dance on the green" .

FOURTH OF JULY: On the third inst« according to previous 
arrangement, a numerous assembly of both sexes attended the place appointed 
for celebrating the birthday of Freedom. 

An oration was delivered by JNO. F. WYATT, Esq. which to call 
appropriate to the occasion, would do little justice to the orator, who, for 
one hour, received the universal and undivided attention of the whole audience. 
His animated eloquence gave the best effect to the vivacity and fire of ^ his 
able oration. The characters of some departed Heroes, ^ were delineated in a 
masterly manner, while to the living he did ample justice. 

After partaking of a very excellent Barbacue, the following 
toasts were drunk, with salutes from the guns of CAPTAIN A. MURRAY IS : Light 
Infantry Company of Hickory Guards. To this officer much is due, for his 
activity in parading the military on this occasion, a course peculiarly 
proper. That he merits our gratitude, the feeling address of thanks by 
COL. R. H. DlflER, to him and his soldiers, gives sufficient testimony.

Transcribed from early Madison County, Tennessee, newspapers, the SOUTHERN 
STATESMAN, Vol. Ill, No. 4, March 16, 1833, by your Editor. 

CORPORATION LAW; Be it enacted by the Board of Commissioners for the 
Corporation of the town of Jackson, THAT the TAXES for the present year, 
shall be as follows, to wit: 

On each white poll, one dollar. 

On each Town Lot, one dollar. 

On each free Black Poll, one dollar. 

On each Slave over twelve years of age and under 

fifty, fifty cents. 
On each four-wheel pleasure Carriage, one dollar. 
On each two-wheel pleasure Carriage, fifty cents. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty 

of the Secretary of said Board, to advertise a day, on which he will attend 
at the Court House in the town of Jackson, and receive a list of all _ 
taxable property in said Corporation. And any person failing or refusing 
to give in his, her or their property, shall be subject to pay double the 
rate of the taxes assessed.
